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Albany budget postpones fiscal crisis

ALBANY — The city’s fiscal health is still bad, but 
not as dire as predicted last year, City Administrator 
Daren Fields told City Council Monday night. 

In the first of two public hearings, Fields outlined the 
city’s budgets for 1995-96 and 1996-97. The city’s 
expected annual deficits in the coming two years has 
decreased dramatically and the bankruptcy that Albany 
expected to face in 1996 is now projected to occur in 
five years, in the year 2000. 

Lastyear at this time, a deficit of more than $750,000 
was expected from the 1995-96 operating budget, which 
starts July 1. But the current deficit forecast for the 
coming year is around $172,000. 


Change of scene 


The expected deficit for the 1996-97 operating 
budget has also gone down, from more than $877,000 
predicted last year to a current forecast of around 
$221,000. 

Fields said the deficit reduction is due to increased 
taxes, child care and parking fees, and racetrack rev- 
enues, as well as to “belt-tightening” reductions in 
spending. 

Revenue from the proposed cardroom at Golden 
Gate Fields is not figured into the budgets for the 
coming two years. The legal challenge to the cardroom 
proposal, filed by Citizens for Responsible Govern- 
ment, is making the timing of any card room revenues 


the cardroom is a least 12 to 24 months away from 
beginning operation, he reported. 

Actions taken over the past year in order to increase 
revenues in 1995-96 include: 

* An increase in the utility users tax (with greater 
revenues than anticipated due to the cold winter);

Club child care program from 33 to 55 children and the 
addition of a moming session, increasing revenue;

School board limits 
students’ days off

ALBANY — School Board 
members may have set a precedent 
jast week when they voted unani- 
mously to limit the number of stu- 
dent release days allowed in com- 
ing years. 

Student release days, also known 
as staff development days, occur 
when classes are cancelled for 
teacher/staff training and are nor- 
mally set annually by individual 
School Site Councils responsible 
for oversight of the School Improve- 
ment Program. 

Teachers, administrators and 
board members laud the use of days 
as a means to update curriculum, 
foster improved communication and 
offer opportunities for special train- 
ing, but an increase in the number 
of release days over the past two 
years has resulted in a deluge of 
parent complaints. 

While there were three release 
days in the 1991/92 school year, 
site councils requested and were 
granted a hodgepodge of days in 
subsequent years, with 1993/94 re- 
lease days set at five days at the K- 
5 level, seven days at the 6-8 level, 
and four days at the high school. 
This year seven release days were 
set at the K-8 level and the high 
school took 8 release days. 

The disparity is more than tech- 
nical to parents, who complain about 
problems finding extra day-care for 
young children and juggling differ- 
ent school year end/start dates be- 
tween the high school and lower 
grade levels. 

“Five out of seven release days 
this year were scheduled on Mon- 
days at the K-5 level. As one who 
receives a lot of complaints about 


release days, it seems parents gen- 
erally consider them intolerable,” 
Boardmember Ed McManus said. 

“People end up having to take 
Monday off. You can always slide 
out on a Friday, but your boss al- 
ways want you there on a Monday 
to get the thing rolling. I’ve been 
harangued on that a lot this year,” 
he said. 

Boardmember Marsha Skinner, 
who also reported continued com- 
plaints, suggested another alterna- 
tive to lessen the impact. 

“T think the more transparent 
these days are the better. It impacts 


on child care and older students’ — 


discipline. I would be interested in 
having a couple days front loaded 
and an interest in having these days - 
district wide. With elementary 
schools starting two days later than 
the high school and ending two days 
earlier is jusf crazy. It doesn’t make 
any sense,” Skinner said. 

Front loading release days, some- 
times used in other districts, would 
put them before the beginning of 
the school year so that students 
would not be effected by teacher 
training. 

Aftera lengthy discussion, board 
members voted unanimously to set 
four release days district wide, but 
left the mandate flexible to allow 
more days at a site if “special cir- 
cumstances” warrant. 

McManus voiced concer that 
allowing flexibility in the mandate 
would weaken its authority. 

“Tt seems to me we’ve been asked 
to provide a target for them to plan 
to. It sort of devalues the reason for 
doing it,” he said.

ALBANY — The City Council held the first of two 
public hearings on increases in city fees for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. A second hearing will be held June 
5, after which council will vote on the fee schedule. 

Fees for services such as building inspections, fire 
service and copies of city documents will go up 2 to 3 
percent, on average, which reflects inflation, said City 
Administrator Daren Fields. 

The fees are subject to revision every year as part of 
the budget process. This year’s increases will add about 
$39,000 for the year to the city’s ailing General Fund. 

Most fees will remain the same or increase only

Putting the brake on old cars a tricky feat 


It’s fun to look back to some 
of the things people had to put 
up with in the old automobiles 
built in the 19-teens, like two- 
wheel brakes. Both the foot 
brakes and the hand brake 
worked on the rear-wheel drums 
— the foot brakes on the outside 
and the hand brake on the inside 
of the drum. 

In those days the hand brake 
was used to stop the car as well 
as hold it after it was stopped. It 
was sometimes known as an 
“emergency brake.” Now it’s 
used for and called a parking 
brake. 

This contributed to the 
somewhat common occurrence 
of an evil smell of burning brake 
lining. It was practically 
endemic at the bottom of the 
San Juan Grade, south of 
Hollister, on what was then the 
main road to Los Angeles. 
Coming north, going down the 
grade, a great many drivers used 
both hand and foot brakes, and 
some actually set their cars on 
fire from burning lining. 

A most common way to try to 
avoid heating up the brakes on a 
long grade was to shift down to 
intermediate and use 
compression to hold you back, 
but that wasn’t too satisfactory, 
and four-wheel brakes were a 
big help starting about 1924 or 
725. 

Drivers of Model T Fords had 


another solution to stopping 
their cars: On the Model T the 
right-hand foot pedal was the 
foot brake; the middle pedal was 
to put the car in reverse gear; 
the left pedal was for low gear 
when pushed to the floor or high 
gear when out. There wasn’t any 
second gear. 

So, if you had to stop right 
now and it was too late to read 


* the instructions, turn your right 


foot sideways and step on all 
three pedals at once — pull on 
the hand brake if you aren’t too 
busy otherwise. 

I don’t know how it worked, 
but it did. 

There must have been a lot of 
embarrassed engineers around 
when, in the mid-’20s some 
smart cookie came up with the 
first “Balloon” tire. As I gather 
it, very early automobile makers 
followed the lead of the buggy 
makers and used solid rubber 
tires on their vehicles. They 
were much better riding than the 
steel rims used on some buggies 
and many wagons, but along 
came pneumatic tires that eased 
a lot of pain. 

But for some reason the tire 
makers got the idea that they 
could make their tires last 
longer by fighting wear with 
pressure, so they put more and 
more pressure in the tires. 
Seems as if they were going to 
make their tires harder than the 


rocks that wore them out. I 
know the 1918 Hudson (oh — 
that again) took 65 psi in the 
tires and wasn’t noted for its 
easy ride. 

“No, no,” says that smart 
cookie, “make the tire bigger 
and knock the air pressure down 
to about 30 psi. Let the tire 
absorb the shock, rather than 
trying to prove it was harder 
than the rocks.” I can hear the 
chorus now — 1,000 tire makers 
saying, “Now why didn’t I think 
of that?” 

Both four-wheel brakes and 
“Balloon” tires were adopted by 
the manufacturers at roughly the 
same time — the mid-’20s. This 
seemed to set off an era of great 
changes in auto design — 
streamlining, enclosing in glass 
for comfort, built-in shock 
absorbers on all four corners, a 
great many other things to make 
driving more enjoyable. 

And then one day that should 
probably “... live in infamy,” 
some lame-brain invented the 
rumble seat for roadsters. And a 
lot of lame-brains bought them. 
Ugh. One Sunday I rode up to 
the Russian River and back in 
one owned by a guy who not 
only could but did push his 
windshield down forward to 
streamline his vehicle. 

If I told the gruesome details 
of that trip, I’m sure the editor 
wouldn’t print it.

Unexplained increase 


The Journal received a copy of the following 
letter to Jeffrey Butler, Century Communications 
General Manager: 


Today (May 6) I am mailing payment of $25.28 
to a post office box somewhere in Phoenix, but I 
wish to register this protest with you. 

Last month’s bill, including the new “FCC 
Regulatory Fee,” was for $21.78. I fail to see how 
you can justify the overall increase of 16.07 
percent that this month’s bill represents. 

On Jan. 21, I received “Happy Holiday” 
greetings from Century Cable, quoting the “Full 
Service” rate in Albany at $20.70. A few short 
weeks later, my bill included your much less 
conspicuous communication announcing: 

¢ The addition of five more “programming 
choices” — none of which I would choose to 
receive if I had any actual “choice” in the matter; 
and that 

¢ “Prices for certain levels of services will be 
changing ... pending regulatory review.” 

Although the implied message was clearly that 
all these extra “choices” lead to higher charges, 
the only stated reasons for the increases were: “to 
cover inflation and increases in operating costs.” 

Obviously, “inflation” is a poor excuse for a 16 
percent increase! As for “increased operating 
costs,” I must assume that they are related to all 
these extra channels which I am being forced to 
purchase. 

If I actually had any choice in the matter, I 
would gladly do without most of the 
“programming choices” to which I now have 
access. 

If you really want your customers to “let us 
know how we can serve you better,” I would 
begin by suggesting that you (1) find out which 
channels your Albany customers actually want; 
(2) offer us only those channels; and (3) pass the 
savings along to your subscribers.

Wrong assumptions 


I read with great dismay the columns written by 
Bill Mann and Martin Snapp on the week of the 
Oklahoma City bombing. At the time of 
publication it was not known who planted the 
bomb, and I found the assumptions made by the 


self-described “moderate,” Bill Mann, and the (as 
I’ve always viewed him) more progressive, Martin 
Snapp, to be equally disturbing. 

Bill Mann wrote about the days he’d lived in 
Oklahoma City, fondly describing the anti-gun- 
control, independent-minded people of Oklahoma 
City as a group who would lynch or kill the 
terrorists should they find them before the law 
did. 

Implicit and explicit in this description was the 
assumption that the terrorists were Arab- 
Americans, foreigners, or, at the very least, pro- 
gun-control types of the leftist variety. (“Does 
anyone doubt that this was a home-grown terrorist 
attempt?,” Mann asked.) He went on to describe 
such people as “too cowardly” to haul around 
guns and confront someone head-on, unlike the 
anti-gun-control, independent-minded 
Oklahomans. 

What does Bill Mann have to say now that the 
terrorists turn out to be the very same group of 
people he was lauding as courageous 
independents? Does he apologize? No, it’s as if he 
never wrote such words. Instead, he writes a 
column criticizing the right-wing talk shows 
which have given fuel to the hatemongers. 

Bill, do you see any contradiction in the views 
you’ve expressed? Have you stopped to examine 
your own assumptions, if you can’t come out and 
apologize to your readers? 

Martin Snapp was even more disappointing, 
because, to me, he usually expresses views which 
are humane, if not outright progressive. Martin, 
too, assumed the bombings were done by left- 
wing or foreign forces, as evidenced by his 
column that week. He predicted the bombings 
would (along with the conclusion of the O.J. trial, 
no less) turn the country into a right-wing frenzy, 
a veritable witch-hunt. 

Now that the bombing turns out to be caused by 
(at minimum) a loose federation of four 
individuals connected to several different extreme 
right-wing groups whose major theme seems to be 
anti-gun-control, what do you have to say, 
Martin? Will the country now swing to the left, 
instead? Wouldn’t that be an equally logical 
assumption? 

Does Martin apologize for his assumptions? 
No, he just criticizes CNN and Associated Press

Albany resident attempts suicide on GGBi

Poor visibility, speeding traffic prompt complaint

EL CERRITO — While city 
council and staff continue to con- 
sider options for slowing down traf- 
fic in El Cerrito, one neighborhood 
is set to get a new stop sign. A sign 
will be installed at the intersection 
of Poinsett and Edwards avenues, 
partly in response to a letter from a 
concerned resident. 


Willow Niitsuma lives on 
Edwards Avenue and has for 11 
years. During that time, she esti- 
mates she’s been in about 10 near- 
miss collisions in her vehicle at two 
corners she believes to be hazard- 
ous, those at Poinsett and Edwards 
avenues. : 


“T regularly follow Edwards out 
to Barrett,” said Niitsuma on Tues- 


| day, following the meeting at which 


the city council approved stop sign 
installation. “The people that come 
out from Poinsett and Rosalind just 
zoom out. They don’t even yield, 
they don’t seem to care.” 


Both intersections have been 
unmarked; according to Niitsuma, 
drivers coming from Rosalind or 
Poinsett seem to assume they have 
the right-of-way, even when cars 
on Edwards are on the right or ar- 
tive first at the intersection.

Making the intersection even 
more dangerous, she believes, is a 
house at Rosalind and Edwards that 
makes the corner almost blind. 

“I’ve had to be very cautious, 
and still I’ve had all these near 
misses,” she said. “My husband and 
I watch cars coming up the street 
and say, “Look, he’s not going to 
stop at all,’ and the driver doesn’t.” 

Conditions are exacerbated dur- 
ing commute hours, she said. 

In March, Niitsuma wrote a let- 
ter to the city asking that stop or 
yield signs be installed on Poinsett 
Avenue going east and on Rosalind 
Avenue in both directions. 

Since then, she said, the city has 
called her twice, once to discuss the 
situation, the second time to tell her 
a stop sign had been approved at 
Poinsett and Edwards. 

One pattern drivers follow, she 
said, is to “dart from Poinsett to 
Rosalind,” curving on and off 
Edwards. 

“The stop sign will help with 
that,” she said. 

While Niitsuma was pleased with 
the city’s quick response to her con- 
cern, however, she is still concemed 
about the traffic at Rosalind. She 
said Tuesday that she plans to cir- 
culate a petition among neighbors 
requesting either yield or stop signs 


at the intersection. 

“Especially in the morning, when 
there’s lots of traffic, you can see 
the behavior of those cars,” she 
said. “I think that something should 
be done. 

“I’m not satisfied with (just the 
one) stop sign.” 

While discussing the stop sign 
with the council at its meeting Mon- 
day night, community development 
manager Patrick O’Keeffe ex- 
plained why the sign is being in- 
stalled at Poinsett and Edwards 
when signs have been requested in 
a number of other neighborhoods. 

There are three warrants for in- 
stalling stop signs in El Cerrito as 
the law is currently written: the 
volume of traffic, the number of 
reported accidents and sight dis- 
tance at the intersection. O’ Keeffe 
said an engineering study had re- 
vealed that because of limited sight 
distance at Poinsett and Edwards, 
cars really cannot travel safely more 
than 10 mph when approaching the 
intersection. 

Under those conditions, he said, 
a stop sign is warranted. 

City staff and council are cur- 
rently reviewing the El Cerrito’s 
requirements for the installation of 
stop signs and whether they should 
be “less rigid,” he said.

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AUSD budget proposal prompts concerns

ALBANY — The School Board 
got its first look at the 1995/96 
budget last week with an optimistic 
$44,000 surplus to be attained 
through program reductions. 

But the proposed spending for- 
mulas brought an outcry of com- 
plaints from the Albany Middle 
School physical education teachers 
objecting to cut in staff next year. 

In order to attain a budgetary 
surplus Superintendent Dale 
Hudson is recommending elimina- 
tion of one full-time teaching posi- 
tion at the K-5 level anda reduction 
on 0.8 full-time equivalent position 
in the middle school athletic teach- 
ing staff. 

The budget summary shows the 
K-5 reduction at Cornell School, 
but it is noted that the actual loca- 
tion will depend on next year’s en- 
rollment. 

While the impact of K-5 reduc- 
tions has yet to be discussed, AMS 
P.E. teachers spoke against a cut in 
their program at the board’s meet- 
ing last Tuesday. 

“When cuts are made it makes it 
so we can’t do a lot of things in our 


program. With four classes taken 
away it would increase class size 
and decrease teaching time,” P.E. 
teacher Jay Uchiumi told board 
members. 

The reduction would specifically 
impact girl’s P.E. classes, as the 
position is a female teacher. Terry 
Georgeson said the difference 
would mean classes of 30 to 35 
students growing to 40 or 45 stu- 
dents with less supervision in the 
girl’s locker room. 

Sal Ferrito, a P.E. teacher who 
has been with the district for 15 
years, cautioned board members that 
voting for the reduction would do 
more than balance the budget. 

“T know it’s the job of the district 
managers to deal with numbers, but 
I would urge the board to temper 
whatever is brought to you with 
what it does to the kids. 

“T’ve seen a lot of changes in the 
district, a lot of it has been detri- 
mental. People have come to Al- 
bany in the past because of the 
schools. They didn’t come because 
of the race track or anything else. In 
the long term people are going to 
send their kids to other places and 
you’re going to see a shift in your 


tax base,” he said. 

Board members did not com- 
ment on objections raised, though 
President Peggy Thomsen advised 
speakers that the district is in the 
preliminary stages of its budget re- 
view for the coming year. 

Reached after the meeting, AMS 
Principal Teresa Corpuz said the 
proposed reduction stems from the 
fact that the AMS Physical Educa- 
tion program currently has a lower 
student/teacher ratio than allowed 
through teacher contracts. 

If the board approves the reduc- 
tion it will bring staffing levels 
within that program to an allowable 
ratio. 

Corpuz also pointed out that 
while the program was identified as 
an area of possible cost reductions, 
the proposal is not a recommenda- 
tion from the school. 

“They (implications from the re- 
duction) pose concerns for me. If 
the board takes that action then I 
will have to work closely with the 
P.E. staff to make sure those con- 
cers are met,” she said. 

Also included among Hudson’s 
budget recommendations is the re- 


duction of a 0.4 full-time equiva- 
lent position in the ESL program at 
the middle school and a 0.2 full- 
time equivalent position in ESL at 
the high school. 

The new budget format displays 
expenditures by program rather than 
by location, as done in previous 
years, and is aimed at providing a 
more detailed accounting of alloca- 
tions, separating expenditures by 
programs and sites. 

In the coming month, School 
Board members will examine sev- 
eral policy questions before pass- 
ing the $13.4 million budget, in- 
cluding: 

* Whether to reduce the per-pu- 
pil-allowance; 

* Whether to redistribute funds 
among catagorical programs under 
the “Mega-Transfer” option, and; 

* Whether an alternate staffing 
pattern should be used for library 
services. 

The board is scheduled to con- 
tinue its budget discussion at its 
May 23 and June 13 meeting (open 
to public comment), with a public 
hearing and budget adoption set for 
June 27. 


Council prohibits roof types in fire hazard zone

EL CERRITO — The city coun- 
cil has approved new fire manage- 
ment standards for the portion of El 
Cerrito designated by the Califor- 
nia Department of Forestry as a 
Very High Fire Hazard Severity 
(VHFHS) zone. 

At its meeting May 5, the coun- 
cil passed a resolution prohibiting 
wood shake or shingle roof cover- 
ings in the zone and adopted new 
vegetation management standards. 

The prohibition of wood shake 
or shingle roof coverings affects 
only new roof construction projects 
or re-roofing projects that involve 
more than 50 percent of the roof. 

Though some shake and shingle 
roofs meet the Class B fire retardant 
standards required by state law for 
such roofing projects, the council is 
convinced that they are not safe. 

“T can’t imagine that someone 
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would want to have a wood shake 
roof in a Very High Fire Hazard 
Severity zone,” said council mem- 
ber Cathie Kosel. “You put your- 
selves and yourneighbors... at risk.” 


Mayor Norman La Force pointed 
to the Oakland/Berkeley fire storm 
as an example of the importance of 
using the right roof in a high risk 
area. 


“We saw some survivals (of resi- 
dences) ..., but every home with a 
wood shake roof burned,” he said. 
“Why anyone would want a wood 
shake roof in California is beyond 
me.” 


Councilmember Jane Bartke 
agreed but reminded citizens that 
everyone living in the zone is not 
required to run out and get a new 
roof. 


Bartke, who lives in the E] Cerrito 
hills, said she herself has a shake 
roof and “will have to look at some-

thing safer next time (she) re-roofs,” 
for her own and her neighbors’ 
safety. 

Only one citizen spoke to the 
council regarding the roofing reso- 
lution. Among other objections, he 
said the findings presented by the 
fire department were not substan- 
tial enough to warrant the stricter 
standards. 


Fire chief Steve Cutright did not 
respond in any detail to that charge. 
He did say that “during the summer 
months, the city of El Cerrito is 
under extreme fire danger” because 
of its unique conditions, including 
dryness, steep canyons, low humid- 
ity, high temperatures, seasonal 
weather conditions leading to hot 
dry winds, density of houses and 
vegetation, and proximity of wild- 
lands. 

Those same conditions, Cutright

said, lead to the need for high veg- 
etation management standards. 


E] Cerrito’s standards are stricter 
than those required by state law. 


A fire break is required within 
30 feet of structures within the 
VHFHS zone, with hazardous veg- 
etation such as dry grass, weeds, 
brush and unmaintained trees 
cleared, among other requirements. 


“At first, I thought we were talk- 
ing clearcutting, but we aren’t,” said 
Barkte. “We’re talking good gar- 
den management ... the same things 
you have to do in your garden every 
year.” 


A fuel break is required between 
30 and 100 feet of a structure. All 
flammable vegetation and combus- 
tible growth must be maintained to 
six inches in height (state law al- 
lows 18"). 
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S.E.W. That’s what Marie 
Roberts calls her program, and it 
seems to be very unique, very 
worthwhile and very successful. 

S.E.W. translates to Self 
Esteem Wellness. It is a 
program for children of ages 5 
to 18, and that is what she 
teaches them: to sew. Says her 
brochure: 

“Students will learn Self- 
Esteem and Wellness, through 
short-term sewing projects that 
will give them long-term 
accomplishments.” 

And the pictures she showed 
me of the clothing sewn by 
students from kindergarten on 
certainly testify to that. What a 
marvelous feeling of accom- 
plishment and creativity, espe- 
cially for the younger students, 
to have completed a vest, a pair 
of shorts, or one of the many 
other items they produce. 

Roberts says in addition to 
promoting self-esteem, her 
S.E.W. program improves fine 
motor skills, develops critical 
thinking strategies, builds 
patience and concentration, 
develops problem-solving 
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Sewing class teaches students self-esteem, wellness 


strategies, improves math skills 
and develops mechanical skills. 
And when you think about it, 
and think about what sewing 
entails, you realize that she is 
probably right. It uses all of 
these skills. 

Marie offers her program to 
schools as an exciting new after- 
school program. It is a six-week 
course in sewing. Each class is 
60 minutes and meets once a 
week. Classes are taught in 
groups of 12 students, and 
sewing machines and fabrics are 
included in the $75 per student 
fee: 

She showed me the portable, 
lightweight machines she uses, 
and they are simple and 
uncomplicated, which would 
certainly help a new sewer. And 
the Fiskars shears are made for 
children’s use. 

In addition to the schools 
where she teaches her class for a 
fee, Marie Roberts takes her 
machines and fabrics to poorer 
schools in the West Contra 
Costa district and holds classes 
for free, feeling that these 
children, too, who would 


Marie, herself, is African- 
American, and her teachers 
include Native American, Asian 
and white. Says Marie, 
“Children need to be able to see 
a reflection of themselves, as 
well as to work with other 
cultures.” And she adds, “If they 
can see that we can work 
together, it shows them that they 
should be able to do the same.” 

Marie says she has sewn all 
of her life, and her daughter, 
Bryjette, now six, has been 
sewing since she was four. 

Born in Martinez, Marie’s 
family moved to Richmond 
when she was very small. 
Because they wanted the best 
education for her, they did not

Memories of Sento 
(the Public Bath) 


By Hiroko Saisho 


“Shooting star!” I cried out, 
looking up towards the sky. 
Then Mom said, “Make a wish. 
Hurry.” 

Mom and I were on our way 
home from the public bath 
which was called “Sento” in 
Japan. I was about 6-years-old 
then, in 1954. 

In those days, it was a joyful 
habit to go to the public bath in 
the evening. After soaking 
ourselves in hot water in a big 
bathtub in a relaxed atmosphere, 
we used to leisurely walk home 
and stop sometimes to look up 
at the stars. 

Almost everyone has a 
complete bathroom, with a 
shower and tub, in their houses 
today. Teenagers now usually 
prefer taking showers rather 
than a hot bath. When I was a 
little girl in Japan, not everyone 
had a bathroom in the house. 
Until the mid-1950 s, many 
people used to go to the public 
bath. At that time, they were 
very common, and it was a place 
where people could relax and 
communicate with others. Some 
people went to the public bath 
even if they had a bathroom of 
their own. 

It was really exciting for 
children to go there either with 
their mother or father, or 
perhaps grandparents, at night. 
I could always see some of my 
friends there, and we could talk 
and play with bubbles while 
bathing. And on the way back 
home, it was always nice to look 
up and search the sky for certain 
stars. In the 1950 s the sky was 
very clear and you could see 
millions of stars twinkling like 
diamonds. 

In summer, I felt refreshed 
and clean after bathing. My 
mother sometimes bought me a 
bottle of juice and we shared it. 

In winter, because of the hot 
bath, I felt warmed and 
comfortable in the cold air. I 
think it was also a relaxing and 
enjoyable time for mothers. I 
remember Mom smiling and 
happily chatting with her friends 
in the public bath. Housewives, 
like Mom, had little free time 
then because a lot of work had 
to be done by hand. Going there 
was a sort of entertainment for

them. 

The public bath was open 
from late afternoon to midnight. 
Back then, it cost about 30 yen 
(about a dime) for adults and 15 
yen for kids under 12. If you 
wanted to wash your hair, you 
had to tell the clerk at the en- 


trance and pay 10 or 20 yen more. 


Then you would be given a 
bigger pail to use for 
shampooing. 

Even though there were two 
separate entrances, for women 
and men, there was a common 


clothes. 

The bathrooms were also 
separated by the tile wall, which 
stopped a few feet short of the 
ceiling to circulate the hot air. 
You could hear the sounds and 
voices coming from the other 
bath room. Whenever I went 
there with my parents, my job 
was to cry out, “Dad, have you 
finished? We are ready to go out 
now.” 

Then Dad would reply, “All 
right.” 

There was a huge bathtub in 
each bath room. I don’t 
remember the size of the tub 
precisely, but it was about half 
as big as a private American 
swimming pool. It was usually 
tiled, about two and a half feet

area to take off your shoes. In 
the middle was a box 
(BANDAI) where a clerk sat 
facing the locker rooms. They 
were separated by a wall lined 


on both sides with huge mirrors. 


On the ceiling there were big 
fans spinning slowly to cool 
people who just got out of the 
baths. And there were shelves 
on the opposite wall where you 
put the basket containing your

deep, filled with hot water 
(about 103 or 104 degrees), and 
heated by a big charcoal or oil 
boiler. Two or three taps of hot 
water were always open to 
create a hot water overflow to 
keep it clean. 

On one side of the bathroom 
wall, there were huge paintings 
—usually a picture of Mt. Fuji 
and a famous beach with pine 
trees called MIHO NO 


MATSUBARA. On the other 
side of the wall, there were more 
than 10 taps of hat and cold 
water for showering and 
shampooing hair. 

First you would shower, then 
enter the tub. Some old men 
would put wet towels on their 
heads to keep them cool while 
they were in the bath. I know 
this seems rather strange to 
people in other countries, 
especially in the West. It is very 
difficult for them to understand 
what the public bath is — this 
completely different way of 
taking a bath. 

Since the 1950 s, people have 
made progress all over the 
world; in Japan, especially, 
there have been many big 
changes in daily life. The public 
bath hardly exists now in my 
country. In those days we didn’t 
have showers; today almost 
every house has a shower in the 
bathroom. Life is convenient 
now, but I think we have lost 
simple communication between 
people by gaining convenience 
in our daily life. 

The public bath is one of the 
heartwarming memories of my 
childhood.

The music boils when the 
celebrated earthquake takes 
place shortly into the second 
act of “I Was Looking at the 
Ceiling and Then I Saw the 
Sky,” a new rock opera col- 
laboration by composer John 
Adams, librettist June Jordan 
and director Peter Sellars that 
is currently having premiere 
performances through May 
21 at Zellerbach Playhouse 
in Berkeley. 

This skillfully constructed 
musical earthquake was a 
crafty way to get one’s atten- 
tion even if it had almost noth- 
ing to do with the lives of 
seven ethnically and cultur- 
ally diverse inhabitants of a 
California city, presumably 
Los Angeles, whose hopes 
and dreams and sensibilities 
Jordan would have us share. 
What it did do, however, was 
cause the production to fall 
off its moorings. 

The first act is agreeable 
enough, due mainly to the 
songbag of tunes that Adams 
has created with such facil- 
ity. But while some of the 
lyrics are catchy enough, 
Jordan’s texts, whose main 
purpose seems to be that like 
it or not, we have to learn to 
live together, are too often 
laden with cliche, the charac- 
ters tiresome. 

The second act is in need 
of major reconstructive sur- 
gery. There is one section of 
earnest intent involving ac- 
cusations of being “queer and 
gay” that was so ridiculous 
that the audience laughed re- 
peatedly the night I attended. 

Called an “earthquake/ro- 
mance” by librettist Jordan 
for no reason that ever be- 
comes evident, “Ceiling/Sky” 
is a collection of 22 songs 
presented without dialogue.

Funny peculiar or funny ha-ha?

You’d expect Peter Chelsom’s Funny Bones, 
which is centered around comedians and their acts, 
to be gut-wrenchingly funny, but, weighted down 
with enough subplots to sink a coal barge, it’s more 
funny-peculiar than funny-ha-ha. 

Still, there’s almost enough sweetness and good 
humor in the film to make it a worthy successor to 
Chelsom’s first feature, Hear My Song, one of the 
most likeable pictures of 1991. 

The central conflict in Funny Bones is between 
Tommy Fawkes (Oliver Platt) and his father, George 
(Jerry Lewis). Tommy yearns to follow in his father’s 
footsteps as a beloved comic and entertainer, but 
when he gets his big break in Las Vegas, George 
upstages him (again) and Tommy bombs. 

From there, Tommy flees to Blackpool, a seedy 
English beach resort and one-time mini-Vegas. 
Tommy, who spent his first six years there, wants to 
recapture the vanished idyll of those days, as well as 
try to search out some fresh comic material to buy. 

His audition of a horde of local “talent” — the 


knife thrower, the “singing” dog, the man who talks 
backwards, the bagpipe-playing dwarf — provides 
some of the film’s funniest moments (as in funny- 
ha-ha). 

The main side plot involves another family of 
comics, the Parkers, whose connection with the 
Fawkes family turns out to be something Tommy 
wasn’t expecting. Has-been entertainers Bruno 

Parker (British entertainer Freddie Davies) and 
his brother Thomas (famed clown George Carl) 
earn their living by appearing as ghouls in a carnival 
funhouse. 

Bruno’s son Jack (British comic Lee Evans) is a 
disturbed young man who likes to climb high places, 
such as Blackpool’s 518-foot tower. Leslie Caron 
plays Bruno’s ex-wife Katie. 

What muddies the waters—literally as well as 
figuratively— is yet another subplot involving two 
severed feet that wash up on the ~each and five large 
wax eggs containing a mysterious rejuvenating sub- 
stance.

* Satellite wagering at the Golden Gate Field 
Racetrack, which brings in races from as far as Hong 
Kong and has doubled or tripled the number of races 
bet on, increasing revenues to Albany by a projected 
$60,000 in 1995-96. 

Fields also credited a slightly better economy for 
bringing in more sales tax. In addition, the city is 
saving money, said Fields. Vacant positions in all 
departments are lowering expenses and new staff will 
be hired at lower salaries than long-time employees, he 
said. : . 

Also, the city has applied for at least a half dozen 
grants for such services as tree planting and recycling, 
which bring down operating costs, he said. 

There are no major spending cuts in the 1995-96 
budget, said Fields, just “little bits here and there.” 

“I watch the expenditures city-wide very closely,” 
he said. i 

But bankruptcy could still come sooner than the 
year 2000 because “none of this (forecast) assumes the 
state will take away more money,” said Pat Cabrera, 
Albany Financial and Administrative Services Direc- 
tor. 

In recent years, the state has been keeping more 


| revenues from areas like the motor vehicle registration 


fees, and giving less to the cities than it did in the past.

Diane McNenny, however, pointed out that some train- 
ing programs may require greater or fewer release days 
per year.

Continued from front page 
rains. 

The third in-progress goal is a smooth transition to 
providing fire protection services to Kensington. The 
Kensington Fire District has contracted with the city of 
El Cerrito to provide the services. 

An interim agreement is now in effect and function- 
ing smoothly, said Pokomy. A permanent contract 
should be signed soon. 

“Because of this new partnership between our two 
communities, I am convinced that the citizens of both 
E] Cerrito and Kensington will be safer in years to 
come,” he said. 

Because of increased service needs, the budget does 
provide for the hirihg of nine new firefighters by the 
city and full compensation for batallion chief Jim 
Gazzano, a former employee of the KFD who has 
always been “shared” with the El Cerrito F.D. No other 
Kensington employees chose to join the El Cerrito 
department, opting instead to transfer to Contra Costa 
County’s fire service. 

Four top-priority goals set by the council have to do 
with the development of two areas of the city —the Del 
Norte area and the Plaza/South Gateway area, the 
replacement of fire station #72 and the improvement of 
El Cerrito’s schools. 

Though the school district and municipal govern- 
ment are separate system, “there are many things we 
can do to support and improve what happens in those 
schools,...(including) city childcare services ...,” 
Pokorny said.

In answer to a question by council member Cathie 
Kosel, Claude Gruen said, “We all tend to think the 
way you do ... that housing comes first...” 

According to Gruen, however, housing comes first 
in the initial building of a new city area. Once a city is 
established, he said, “it’s the other way around.” 

The Gruens also offered specific advice as to where 
the council’s redevelopment attention should be di- 
rected. 

“T’drecommend putting energy into the north end of 
town now,” Nina Gruen said, citing its “locational 
advantages” as opposed to the different “feel” at the 
Plaza and its environs. 

Claude Gruen, however, pointed to a similar shop- 
ping center in Raleight, North Carolina, one developed 
in the 1950s like El Cerrito Plaza. Like the Plaza, he 
said, the center was popular and active, then went 
downhill as bigger and better regional draws were 
built. 

“Tt’s now starting to take some of its regional tenants 
back...through strategic planning,” he said, after de- 
scribing a major push by the city to do so— with some 
resistance from the center’s owner. A turnaround is 
possible, he said, “but it’s not a slam dunk.” 

If there was one overall piece of advice the Gruens 
gave the council, it was that the city should develop an 
overall strategic action plan before jumping into even 
any physical “improvements” that might cause future 
limitations. 

That strategy has immediate implications as noted 
by Mayor Norman La Force. 

“How can we make sure we’re not hanging our- 
selves?” he said, referring to the new Lucky develop- 
ment at the Plaza. 

In response, Claude Gruen repeated his exhortation 
that the city have an overall development plan in mind. 
It would then be possible to work with the Plaza owner 
and with Lucky to say, for example, “If you put the new 
Store here ... we can’t do some things later.” 

That approach, he said, contributes to a goed give- 
and-take situation between the city and property and 


three years is due to the state’s taking about $500,000 
per year in property tax revenues from the city, accord- 
ing to Fields’ report. 

In addition, the sagging economy has resulted in an 
annual decline of $250,000 in sales tax revenues, it 
states. Albany has been hardest hit in its General Fund, 
which includes revenues from property tax, sales tax, 
utility users tax, racetrack tax and business license tax. 

“It is ironic that at the same time the General Fund 
is shrinking, other funding sources are remaining con- 
stant or in some cases are increasing,” said Fields. This 
means that in some areas, such as the recycling pro- 
gram and the sewer rehabilitation program, the city is 
not experiencing as much of a crunch. But those 
restricted funds cannot be transferred to the needy 
General Fund. 

Unlike many cities that prepare an annual budget, 
Albany does a two-year budget, but revises it every six 
months. 

The 1995-96 budget forecasts expenditures at 
$13,369,000, with $8,881,000 allocated to the General 
Fund, which is operating on a deficit of $95,000. 

The 1996-97 budget includes expenditures at $ 
12,156,000, with $9,221,000 allocated to the General 
Fund, which will have a $129,000 deficit. 

In addition to the annual budget, Fields also pre- 
sented a five-year Capital Improvement Program Bud- 
get for projects and repairs between 1995 and 2000. 


How the mandate will be followed by site councils 
remains to be seen. In past months site council and 
board members have been working to iron out differ- 
ences, mostly relating to philosophies on release days 
and autonomy of councils from the board. 

Members from all sides participated in a workshop 
to establish goals and responsiblities last fall, with the 
subsequent formation of acommittee working to refine 
the process for School Improvement Program plans. 

In the past, site councils have submitted program 
plans for the coming school year before the board as a 
group, with review and approval set for one meeting. 

The committee, which also recommended setting 
the four day release day standard, is also suggesting 
that approval of site council plans be spread over two 


As for the first two top-priority goals, he said, the 
city is continuing “slow and steady” progress in devel- 
oping those two areas of town, working with business, 
considering housing options and studying the possi- 
bilities. (A study session on development options had 
preceded the regular council meeting.) 

The capital improvements section of the proposed 
budget includes an expenditure of $656,865 this year 
and $438,135 in 1996-97 for fire station replacement. 
The Arlington station is considered to be both substan- 
dard and too small for the city’s fire service needs. 

Last year, the city council approved Certificates of 
Participation as the financing method to be used for the 
project. 

Construction of the new station is expected to begin 
in January of 1996. , 

High priorities set by the council are expansion of 
the Neighborhood Emergency Awareness Team 
(NEAT) disaster preparedness program in the city, 
definition of a direction for library service improve- 
ment in West County, review of El Cerrito’s capital 
investment plan and a comprehensive graffiti control 
program. 

According to fire department statistics, about one- 
third of El Cerrito’s neighborhoods are involved in 
neighborhood NEAT programs. Pokorny said the new 
budget “supports a slow, steady expansion of teams,” 
including marketing and outreach for new programs, 
as well as support for those where volunteer interest 
already exists. 

The city’s goal is that half the neighborhoods be 


business owners. For both, he said, development ques- 
tions come down to the physical, “Will it work?” and 
“Will it make money?” 

In any plan, he said, “everyone wants to be in- 
volved.” The Gruens also shared some practical statis- 
tics and suggestions. Nina Gruen said, for example, 
that multi-screen theatres, such as the one planned for 
the Del Norte area, primarily attract young adults 
between 15 and 25 and that plans for surrounding 
development should take that into account. 

She suggested that a two- to three-screen art theatre 
would be much more appropriate at the Plaza, if one 
were being considered for that area. 

She also advised against the development of a major 
regional shopping center like Catellus has developed 
in Oakland and Emeryville (East Baybridge) at any 
location in El Cerrito. Otherwise, she said, “neither 
location (the Plaza or Del Norte areas) should be too 
rigid in its rules” as to whether the establishment of 
more “big” stores should be pursued. 

Alarge bookstore like Borders Books is an example 
of a major store that might easily be incorporated into 
El Cerrito, she said. 

“It depends on what big things, and it depends on 
what little things, and on how those big and little things 
are put together,” she said. 

No matter what’s built, people will come by auto, 
she said. The goal, from her viewpoint, is to design the 
kind of shopping area where people will then walk 
until they’ve finished all their errands. She again gave 
Solano Avenue as an example. ‘

Liens against home may be negotiable

Surprises are fun at a birthday 
party but not in a business transac- 
tion, especially in the middle of a 
real estate deal. 

It has become standard practice 
in the real estate industry to pre- 
qualify buyers and run a credit check 
on them. Getting a TRW early in 
the process not only gives the 
buyer’s representative a credit rat- 
ing with which to work, it should 
turn up any dings which can be 
dealt with long before going to a 
lender. 

Rare, however, is the listing agent 
who runs a credit check on their 
seller prior to opening an escrow, 
although the idea is not as absurd as 
it may sound at first. After all, clos- 
ing escrow means delivering clear 
title from a seller to a buyer which 
may appear simple enough in theory 
but is not always possible to achieve

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Jaymark & Schmidt in San Fran- 
cisco, has another idea. Dobkins is 
a debt resolution specialist and has 
targeted this segment of the real 
estate industry. Dobkins works with 
sellers at or near the close of escrow 
and attempts to reduce the amount 
of money they owe. 

“In the past it’s been either pay 
or you can’t sell,” Dobkins said 
recently. “People don’t have time 
or the ability to negotiate a settle- 
ment and that’s where I come in.” 

Dobkins’ reasoning is simple: 
Just as loans become seasoned, so 
do debts. Dobkins said all seasoned 
debts are negotiable including 
PG&E, department store bills and 
mechanic’s liens. Although he does 
nothing a debtor could not do on 
their own behalf, Dobkins believes 
he can get a settlement for less than 
the full amount in almost all cases. 

“We are much more apt to get a 
maximum settlement discount be- 
cause people listen to me when they 
won’t listen to someone who owes 
them money,” he said. 

Dobkins works with the manag- 
ers of accounts receivable or con- 
tacts the judgement creditor directly. 
He said he frequently finds that a 
breakdown in communication has 
occurred. 

Real estate people trying to close 
a deal should see Dobkins’ service 
as extremely beneficial. 

An escrow officer I spoke with 
agreed that surprise encumbrances 
on a title are a common problem 
and it would be beneficial if a seller 
could negotiate a settlement. Oth- 
erwise, the seller either pays the bill 
in full or puts up another piece of 

property as collateral. 

Dobkins said he is willing to 
work on a contingency basis, not a 
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fee. Therefore, sellers have nothing 
to lose and everything to gain. He 
takes 25 percent of the amount he 
saves someone. 

“If we can’t save the debtor 
money, it costs them nothing,” he 
said. “If they let me take it on, I can 
usually save them money.” 

Dobkins has found that creditors 
generally like the idea of resolving 
a seasoned non-performing debt. 

“If you go far enough up the 
chain, at some point it becomes a 
business decision,” he said. “Espe- 
cially with accounts receivable 
people. They believe a good issue is 
a dead issue.” 

Dobkins’ efforts enabled An- 
drew Peceimer of West Bay Com- 
mercial in Burlingame to close a 
deal last year. 

“There was a disagreement be- 
tween the owner and the roofer over 
the work which amounted to 
$20,000 more than the original es- 
timate,” said Peceimer. “The two 
parties were no longer speaking to 
each other and Dobkins worked as 
an intermediary that resulted in me 
being able to close the transaction.” 

Dobkins said he began his busi- 
ness while acting as an arbitrator 
settling business-to-business law- 
suits out of court. He learned that a 
majority of these were based on 
outstanding debts which frequently 
arose from past cash flow problems 
or a dispute over the amount owed. 

Dobkins said his business is grati- 
fying because all parties are pleased 
when a settlement occurs. 

“Both sides are happy when I 
resolve a problem,” he said. 

And that should include the real 
estate professional who was caught 
in the middle.

Renting vs. owning 


Q: My boyfriend and I have 
been living together for several 
years. I moved into his rent-con- 
trolled apartment, We’re pretty 
happy here, although I sometimes 
wish I had an area where I could 
do some gardening. My parents 
keep telling me that if we’re seri- 
ous about each other we should 
buy a house instead of renting. 
They say we could make money by 
owning a house over time. Of 
course, they bought their house 
35 years ago for almost nothing 
and now it’s worth a great deal. 

My friend and I are not so sure 
prices are going to keep going up. 
We’re wondering what the pros 
and cons of buying are. We’re 
also a little suspicious that this 
may just be a plot on my parents 
part to get us into a situation where 
it would make more sense for us to 
get married. What do you think? 


A: We have no comment on 
your parents possible plot. As re- 
gards the pros and cons of buying 
a house, there are clearly some of 
each. 

If you pay very low rent and 
really like the place where you 
live, it probably makes sense to 
stay there. 

However, if you intend to con- 
tinue living in this area for a long 
time to come; if together you make 
a pretty good income; if you’re 
thinking of raising a family; and 
especially if your rent is not really 
a spectacular deal and/or you’re 
not really that crazy about your 
current place, buying a house and 
paying somewhat more to live in 
it may make very good sense. 

For one thing, you can deduct 
the interest you pay on your mort- 
gage from your total income be- 
fore you figure your taxes. When 
you subtract the amount you save 
on your taxes, the difference be- 
tween what you might have paid 
in rent and what you wound up 
paying on your mortgage might 
not be so great. 

With respect to the idea that 
you will make money simply by 
owning a house, no one really 
knows what prices will do. 

Although most “experts” are 
saying that it will be quite some 
time before housing prices in gen- 
eral start to climb again, it’s our 
perception that really nice houses 
inreally good neighborhoods have 
not suffered much of a price drop 
and may actually be gaining alittle 
as other areas stagnate. 

Whatever your theory about 
what the immediate future may 
hold, history tells us that if you 
own your house for a fairly long 
period of time, you are likely to 
live through one of the recurring 


periods of high inflation which 
our society has every so often. 
These are times when property 
values rise very quickly, along 
with the prices of everything else. 

Because you didn’t pay the 
whole price of your house in cash, 
but rather put down only a rela- 
tively small percentage of the price 
of the house as the down payment, 
your equity grows more quickly 
proportionately than it would in 
another kind of investment. 

So money stashed away in a 
CD might do better as a down 
payment than staying in the CD or 
risked in stocks. This is called 
leverage; it’s the real estate 
investor’s dream. 

You can’t guarantee such a pe- 
riod will occur, but anyone who 
has owned a house for 10 years 
any time during the past 20 years 
has experienced a least one such 
period. 

Another reason you might de- 
cide to buy is the pride people 
take living in their own house and 
making it a great place to live: 
remodeling, decorating, landscap- 
ing, the gardening you think about 
doing sometimes, planting trees, 
knowing that you are making im- 
provements in your quality of life. 
And, you will have a sense of 
security that no one can make you 
move out so that they or a relative 
can move in. 

You might think about the in- 
crease in your housing cost as a 
mandatory savings plan. After 10 
years paying on a mortgage, and 
some appreciation in property 
values, you will havea significant 
equity which you could use to 
purchase a larger home, start a 
business, for retirement, etc. If 
you rent, you have only your 
memories. 

So here are some things to think 
about. We hope you and your 
friend have a good future, whether 
as reniers or home owners, 
whether married or as you are. 


Q: I’ve heard it is possible to 
pay a higher price for a house in 
order to get a bigger loan and 
then have the seller credit back 
money for repairs. What do you 
think of this idea? 


A: If the bank approves it, you 
can do it. But most of the time the 
lender will not allow such a credit. 
If you receive money back from 
the seller, it effectively reduces 
your down payment, increasing 
the loan to value ratio, and that’s 
what the lender wants to avoid. 

When a lender does allow such 
a credit for a specific repair, the 
money usually is held in escrow

The house, built in 1884, was a 
wedding present to Alfred Henry 
Cohen and his bride, Emma Bray, 
from Emma’s father, Watson 
Bray. Alfred was the son of A.A. 
Cohen, the chief attorney for the 
Central Pacific Railway. 

The Central Pacific was con- 
trolled by the “Big Four,” Charles 
Crocker, Mark Hopkins, Collis T. 
Huntington, and Leland Stanford. 
Their power extended beyond 
business and commerce to influ- 


influence. 

The interior of the house is pre- 
served intact as a significant docu- 
ment of the Aesthetic movement 
that swept America in the 1860s 
and ’70s. Furniture in the house 
includes examples manufactured 
by Herter Brothers and Pottier & 
Stymus. 

The main rooms of the Cohen- 
Bray House were designed in the 
Aesthetic style, a movement be- 
gun in England by artists and writ- 


ods of modern manufacturing 
technology. 


A post-1906 addition to the 
house was furnished in the style 
of a “hunting lodge” with ele- 
ments of American arts and crafts. 


The Victorian Preservation 
Center of Oakland was formed in

different market area. Your agent 
can put your house on multiple 
listing, hold it open, advertise it, 
do all the things that need to be 
done to sell it. She is familiar with 
local taxes and customs. You 
trusted her to represent you when 
you bought it, didn’t you? Please 
go home and call her.” 

And so they did. We learned 
this when we ran into the agent on 
tour the next week. Did she get the 
listing? No, she didn’t. Why not? 
Same old reason. 

They had gotten stuck on the 
idea of hiring a neighborhood spe- 
cialist. They apparently couldn’t 
quite grasp that agents do help 
other agents. 

And, in our opinion, for myste- 
rious reasons we do not under- 
stand, they weren’t giving suffi- 
cient weight to the importance of 
hiring an agent who they already 
know, trust, and think is super. 

This is not to say that the 
Montclair agent is not a super 
agent too. But it seems a particu- 
lar shame that this couple who 
recognize that they got very spe- 
cial service from a special agent 
—something they are still talking 
about — are going to give their 
business to someone else. 

Agents lament this all the time. 
“There is no loyalty anymore,” 
they say.

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Systemic aphid control not 
recommended for big trees 


Q: My Burford ash is about 24 
to 26 feet tall and has aphids. I 
have a bottle-type sprayer that 
fits on the end of my hose, which 
covers the tree, but if it gets any 
bigger I will not be able to reach 
it. I would like to use a systemic; 
is this advisable and how much do 
I use? 

A: Your tree is probably a 
Raywood ash and systemic aphid 
controls are not recommended for 
such large trees. Systemics are 
applied to the root area and then 
they get carried up into the plant. 
The longer the distance the pesti- 
cide has to travel, the more di- 
luted the product will become. 

There are hose-end sprayers 
that will reach to 30 feet in height 
that you can use. 

On the other hand, it might be 
simpler to prune the tree this win- 
ter down to a range where your 
sprayer can reach it. 


Q: I have a copper beech tree 
that was damaged by debris from 
a tree that was being cut nearby. 
It’s six feet tall and now has only 
a few short limbs coming from the 
trunk. The main leader is fine, but 
I am worried that it will always 
look deformed. Should I replace 
it? Will the short limbs grow 
longer? 

A: Plants that have been dam- 
aged this way usually recover. The 
damaged branches will not grow 
any longer, but you will see side 
growth developing later that will 
fill out the tree. This doesn’t hap- 
pen overnight; it might take sev- 
eral years. 

The time factor is an important 
issue if the beech tree is in a prime 
visual location. I would replace it 
if it’s going to be a visible annoy- 
ance. Your decision will be based 
on how patient you are and the 
tree’s location. 


Q: I have an awful time getting 
rid of baby tears. I believe I was 
told to use iron sulfate, but it’s not 
doing the job. What can I do?

nature. Iron sulfate burns the foli- 
age to the ground but does not get 
to the rcots, thus not eliminating 
the problem. 

Iron sulfate is most beneficial 
to acid-loving plants as a source 
of iron. The best control for baby 
tears is Round-Up. Spray over the 
baby tears but be sure to protect 
other desirable plants around the 
area. 


Q: Can I use mineral oil or 
vegetable oil as a substitute for 
the oil in oil sprays? How do I 
keep powdery mildew off apple 
tree leaves? 

A: Mineral oils and horticul- 
tural oils are the same. They are 


both highly refined petroleum oils 
that are specifically manufactured 


to control plant pests. 

These oils degrade rapidly and 
have low toxicity to both plants 
and animals. Vegetable oils are 
not designed for pest control on 
plants as they do not mix well 
with water, nor do they break down 
rapidly 

Oils also plug the plant’s pores 
and cause plant tissue to burn. I 
would recommend not using veg- 
etable oil. 

For mildew control on apples, 
spray with Funginex. Repeat ap- 
plications are necessary for eradi- 
cation during the growing season.

In addi- 
tion, Leonard J. Pieroni, chairrnan 
and CEO of The Parsons Corp., has 
been named 1994 California Indus- 
trialist of the Year. 

The awards have been given 
since 1958 by the California Mu- 
seum Foundation, a non-profit af- 
filiate of the California Museum of 
Science and Industry in Los Ange- 
les. 

Both Tjian and Evans are inves- 
tigators in the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institutes at their respec- 
tive universities and are members 
of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. Tjian has received numerous 
awards for his scientific work, in- 
cluding the 1994 Passano Award 
and the 1994 Rosenstiel Award for 
Distinguished Work in Basic Medi- 
cal Sciences, and the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences Monsanto Award 
for Molecular Biology in 1991. He 
also is a member of the Academia 
Sinica, the Chinese equivalent of 
the academy of science. 

Tjian is known for his work 
tracking down the proteins thatregu- 
late the transcription of genes into 
RNA, the blueprint for production 
of proteins. Problems with such 
regulatory proteins are thought to 
lead to disease, ranging from heart 
disease and cancer to asthma and 
immune system disorders. 

“The fundamental question is 
how acell with 100,000 genes man- 
ages to retrieve information at the 
right time and in the right place,” 
Tjian said. “After decades of re- 
search it is now clear which are the 
irnportant regulatory proteins to 
concentrate on in terms of treating 
disease. In the 21st century this is 
where the activity will be.” 

His work is founded on decades 
of experiments in bacteria and vi- 
Tuses which turned up a family of 
proteins that bind to DNA and tell 
the transcription machinery—an 
essentially “dumb” molecule called 
RNA polymerase—where to start 
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
